Until now, they will eat such 
horrors as banana cream pie 
and the national Canadian 
dish, greasy barley soup

ping up the inner organs of a 
sheep; mixing them with oat- 
meal, a leek or two and other 
seasoning; and boiling the 
whole gorgeous mess in a 
sheep’s stomach.

How could anyone not like 
haggis? I am so fond of it 
myself that I have eaten not 
only the home-cooked, but the 
restaurant-cooked varieties.
